The board may take extreme 
ineasures if they so elect in endeavoring to 
compel rarlway corporations to comply with 
their requests, and if it should come toa 
question.of a strike these orders would be 
bound, in our opinion, by all legal and 
moral laws to support those wlio had en- 
gaged in such strike. This plan meets with 
general approval by the switchmen.”
